Note and Comment 


Alberta has had the real thing 
this week in the way of winter 
weather, the thermometer going as 
low as 45 below on Saturday night 
last. For five days it never went 
above ten below. Yet there was 
nothing unpleasant about it all, 
provided you had a warm house 
and warm clothing. A newcomer, 
when the mercury was at its lowest 
point, remarked that he had never 
experienced less discomfort from 
the cold. In Ontario, it was not 
so cold, but the railway lines had 
great difficulty in moving their 
trains, that from Owen Sound to 
Toronto being tied up, the telegraph 
and telephone companies had all 
kinds of trouble, and the house- 
holder had to tramp to his work 
through big snowdrifts. in Ed- 
monton everything went along as 
usual. You had to wrap yourself 
up well and attend to your fires a 
little oftener, but that was all. 
What a contrast there was, as well, 
between our weather and that of 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. [ast 
of Swift Current a genuine blizzard 
prevailed, At Portage Ia Prairie, 
a farmer, named Brooks, living 
twelve miles oul of town, perished. 
He was overtaken by the storm on 
his way home, Next morning his 


| horse was found but he was missing. 


This 4s quite in keeping with inci- 
dents that have occurred in the 
same district in other years. Not 
so many winters ago a man, near 
Brandon, in going out to his barn 
lost his way in a blizzard and was 
found frozen to death about twenty 
yards from the house. No part of 
the Dominion has been favored by 
nature in so many ways as Alberta. 
No province offers more material 
rewards to the man of energy and 
intelligence and nowhere else in the 
country is life so pleasant and 
healthful, 

Jim Hill is not content with aim- 
ing to reach Idimonton from one 
direction, In addition to planning 
a line from St, Paul via Regina, he 
is looking forward to bringing this 
city into direct connection with 
southern British Columbia, At the 
next session of the B. C. legis- 
lature, the Vancouver, Westininster 
and Yukon railway will apply for 


power to build from a point on 
Willow River to  Fdmonton, 
through the Yellow Head Pass. 


‘lo carry out this and other under- 
takings it desires an increase of its 
capital stock from twelve to twenty- 
five millions, In Calgary they 
seem to be doubtful whether they 
want Mr, Hill’s roads to come in, 
A resolution was introduced at the 
recent meeting of the Board of 
Trade instructing the Council to 
send delegates to St. Paul to inter- 
view the Great Northern president, 
Mr. Bennett and others strongly 
opposed it and it was defea‘ed, 
The neighbor city evidently enjoys 
being in the grip of a single rail- 
way corporation, Why should it 


be making such strong objections 
to the privileges accorded Hdmon- 
ton by the competing railways in 
order to get this city’s trade, if it 
does not wish to avail itself of the 
most obvious remedy ? 


In the 


country of Neufchatel at the time 
of Irederick the Great an ardent 
dispute arose on the topic of eter- 
nal damnation. The King was 
asked for his opinion on the matter 
“Well” said he ‘‘My decision is 
this :-—Those in Neufchatel who do 
not believe in eternal damnation 
need not be damned, and those who 
wish to be eternally damned may 
be eternally damned.’?’ The last 
pertion of his remarks is respect- 
fully submitted to Calgary's at- 


tention, As for Hdmonton, it 
doesn’t believe in the aforesaid 


doctrine and doesn’t intend to sub- 
mit to its consequences, Every 
railway that knocks at our doors 
will receive a hearty welcome for 
the more there are, the merrier will 
be the competition. 


For the time being the roads from 
the east are simply bending their 
energies to get into the city but 
there is no reason to believe that 
any of them will be content to go 
no further, ‘hey have had their 
explorers out in the country of 
marvellous resources that lies to the 
west and the north, and before 
many years they will make all parts 
of it tributary to Edmonton, <A 
trail is being opened up to Dawson 
City by the Dominion government 
and there are those who say that 
this is but the preliminary move in 
a much more ambitious project. 
The authorities at Washington are 
very anxious to have an overland 
route to Alaska. Cut off as that 
country now is from the States, it 
can never be of great value. But 
once railway communication were 
opened up with it, things would be 
different and it is believed in well- 
informed circles that before very 
long the two governments will unite 
in building sucha road, It would 
be an immense undertaking but 
with the two countries sharing the 
burden be quite feasible. If these 
forecasts should prove correct, it is 
easy to understand what it would 
mean for Edmonton, No wonder 
that this city is coming in for such 
a large share of attention. Other 
places are talking about 
appointing commissioners of pub- 
licity to make themselves and their 
advantages known. We need no 
such official here. We are having 
the work done for us free of charge 
by the most prominent and influen- 
tial citizens of this aud other 
countries. Sir Frederick Pollock 
contributes an article to the current 
number of the Nineteenth Century 
and After, in which he gives some 
impressions formed during a recent 
trip to America, Tidinonton he 
calls especial attention to as a city 
of which even the name has been 
hitherto known to few in the Old 
Land but of which he ventures to 
predict that a very great deal will 
be heard in the course of the next 
decade, In the Hast, whenever the 
Canadian West is discussed, Hd- 
monton is mentioned even more 
frequently than Winnipeg. — All 
that ‘the city has to do now is to 
devote itself to inaking itsely wor- 
thy of the reputation which the 
world has given it.

In the Athletic World. 


The way baseball games are 
played in some towns of southern 
Alberta is brought out by the de- 
falcation of R.O. Matheson, for- 
mer editor of the Raymond Chroni- 
cle and treasurer of that town. 
The Chronicle says of its former 
editor : 

‘The Associated Press correspond- 
ent has gone out of his way to fur- 
ther and uselessly besmirch the 
official's character in charging that 
he threw a ball game while he was 
manager of the Raymond team, 
While this statement is not wholly 
a lie it expresses the mischievous 
intent and carries the blighting 
effect aimed at by the man who 
sent it out. If he had desired he 
could have learned the facts which 
are these : ‘There was a ball game 
“thrown’’ by the team, but it was 
against Mr. Matheson’s fruitless 
protest, and he was forced either to 
publish what was intended and so 
array his town team against him or 
permit himself to be overruled 
which, unfortunately is what he 
did. While Mr. Matheson was a 
resident of this community he al- 
ways comported himself as a gentle- 
man, and there is no one here who 
isn’t grieved at his unfortunate 
situation. 


Halifax footballists are ambitious 
to try conclusions with the famous 
New Zealanders, whose string of 
victories has set the sporting world 
talking. Capt. Baillie of Dalhousie 
University, the champions of the 
Maritime Provinces, and which 
played an exhibition game with 
All-Halifax in Boston last Novem- 
ber, cabled Capt. Gallagher of the 
New Zealenders for a match, and 
received a reply agreeing to play 
the Nova Scotia team on the arri- 
val of the New Zealenders in New 
York in February, As the weather 
conditions may make outdoor play 
impracticable, the game will prob- 
ably be played indoors. 


Big scoring took place at a recent 
cricket match in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, Batting first, Victoria scor- 
ed 867 (Warne 115, Christian 98, 
Armstrong 42, McAlister 40), New 
South Wales replying with 796 for 
eight wickets. Noble contributed 
281, Mackay 194, C. Gregory 78, 
Cotter 68, Carter 67, Waddy 50 and 
Redgrave 41. 


Baseball enthusiasts who have 
been looking over musty files are 
now asserting that while Mathew- 
son is a wonder, his feats have been 
duplicated several times. 

Baseball history, they assert, re- 
cords no greater pitching perform- 
ances than the work of Bobby 
Caruthers when he twirled the St. 
louis Browns to victory in the 
American Association pennant race 
in 1887, and then pitched the 
Browns to victory in world’s cham- 
pionship series against Anson’s 
Chicago White Stockings. 

Charlie Radbourne also won a 
National Teague pennant for the 
Providence Club many years ago by 
his wonderful work in the pitcher's 
box, and capped the climax at the 
end of the season by pitching his 
team to victory over the Metropol- 
itans for the world’s championship. 

‘Lady’? Baldwin, a southpaw, 
was the pitching mainstay of the 
Detroit sluggers in 1899, when they 
won the National League flag and 
then beat the Browns for the 
world’s championship. 

Caruthers, Keefe, Radbourne and 
Baldwin were all aided more or less 
by other great pitchers, as Mathew- 
son was helped this season by Joe 
McGinnity, ‘The latter is one of 
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the greatest pitchers on the dia- 
inond, but his glory is eclipsed to a 
certain extent by the scintilating 
Mathewson, just as Dave Foutz 
was by the more brilliant Caruthers, 


The English papers contain a 
vivid account of the great rugby 
game in which New Zealand went 
down before the representatives of 
gallant little Wales and thereby 
sustained the only reverse of their 
remarkable tour. ‘There were sev- 
eral contributing causes towards 
the downfall of the ‘All Blacks,”’ 
They were growing rather stale 
after the prolonged strain of their 
tour; several of their best men were 
too bruised and sore to play. It 
was a great game, full of incident 
from start to finish and the British- 
ers were jubilant from one end of 
the islands to the other at the fact 
that the prestige of British rugby 
football had been rescued from irre- 
trievable disgrace. Fifty thousand 
spectators went frantic with de- 
light when Morgan, the Welsh 
speedy left winger, raced over the 
line and scored, and when the final 
whistle blew leaving the Welshman 
victorious such a scene of indescri- 
bable enthusiasm was witnessed as 
never before had occurred on a 
football arena. ‘The New Zealand 
footballers, who return via Canada 
and the United States, are having 
their expenses paid by the New 
Zealand government, in apprecia- 
tion of their good showing and 
great victories. 

William Keeler, of the New 
York Americans, has just put to- 
gether another brilliant batting 
average. Tor eleven seasons now 
he has stood within the first ten, 
and only once has he been lower 
than sixth, Keeler is the biggest 
little fellow that ever wore a glove 
or fooled a_ pitcher. Not much 
larger than a pint of peanuts, 
‘Wee Willie’’ is the terror of more 
six-foot twirlers than any player 
who ever swung a wagon tongue. 
Instead of the deceiver deceiving 
Willie, that little prize package de- 
ceives the pitcher. ‘‘Keeler is the 
hardest man to pitch to in the 
business,’’ is what the best pitchers 
in the country say, ‘The opinion 
is unanimous, All pitchers look 
alike to him. He sizes 'em all up. 
Never below the ,800 mark, he is, 
season after season, hustling the 
best batteries. in the country for 
premier honors. For two years he 
led the National League in batting, 
and one year—the only season he 
played as a minor leaguer—he was 
away in the lead. 


A heated discussion is going on 
among fight followers as to who is 
really the heavyweight champion. 
Some say that Jeffries is the holder 
of the title because he has never 
been defeated, and that he has no 
right under the rules of the ring to 
bestow the honors upon another 
pugilist without a battle, Others 
insist that Marvin Hart, who was 
recently pronounced the champion 
by Jeffries before the latter retired, 
is the leading heavyweight, for the 
reason that he cannot get a match 
with the boilermaker, and stands 
ready to defend his title against all 
comers, 

Fitzsimmons’ defeat at the hands 
of O’Brien has eliminated the Cor- 
nishman from the arena, so. that 
numerous experts say that O’Brien 
must fight Hart for the champion- 
ship. Hart has come out witha 
challenge to fight Jeffries, but it is 
generally regarded as a bluff, for if 
Jeffries should accept and actually 
get into the ring with the Louis- 
ville boxer, the big Californian will 
be expected to win easily.

Owing to the extreme cold in 
Dawson city, all wood and freight 
teams and creek stages are lying 
idle. ‘The temperature reached 
below sixty Friday night of last 
week, ‘The Dawson fire alarm 
system is knocked out by the cold. 
None of the boxes will register an 
alarm, and the telephone must be 
resorted to, 

Saturday, a serious accident oc- 
curred at the new Keewatin flour 
mill being constructed by the Mac- 
Donald Engineering Company of 
Chicago. A derrick which was 
used for lifting rock from the arch- 
way 40 feet in depth broke, preci- 
pitating its load of rock and huge 
timbers into a cut where twenty 
men were at work. ‘The timbers 
fell pinning one man to earth, 
Three others were hit by falling 
rocks, ‘Ihe injured men were con- 
veyed to the hospital, where one 
man, a Galician, whose name is 
unknown, died. 

Fire in the residence of Henri 
Bourgeois, at Nelson, last week, 
resulted in the death and burning 
of Bourgeois’ two little boys, aged 
fifteen and 40 months. ‘The moth- 
er had stepped across the road for a 
moment, leaving the children asleep 
in bed, ‘Ten minutes later Alfred 
Julien, a boy boarding in the house 
and asleep was awakened by the 
flames, and nianayed to escape and 
give the alarm. Mrs, Bourgeois 
rushed back to the house, too late 
to save her children, whose lifeless 
and burnt bodies were discovered a 
few minutes later when a fireman 
had extinguished the flames. Fire 
is supposed to have originated from 
the explosion of a kerosene lamp. 


Capt. W. D. Douglas, one of the 
best known hotel-men in the north- 
west and formerly proprietor of the 
Leland, Winnipeg, died, in that 
city, of cancer, aged 71. He was 
an Irishman by birth, but settled in 
Melbourne in the early sixtics. He 
was a skipper on a Frisco line of 
sailing ships. In ’64 he was a 
blockade runner on the Mississipi.

the Union Steamship line of Chic- 
ago, Since then he was hotel keep- 
ing in Winnipeg.

A capital located 
in a beautiful spot does not lessen 
the cost of government, but a capi- 
tal beautifully located is a treasure 
to the province and a pride of the 
people.”’ 

All very well and good. Hdinon- 
non has a_ situation that could 
hardly be improved tpon for the 
capital of a province. ‘There is 
everything ready here for the de- 
velopment of as beautiful a city as 
is to be found anywhere in the 
world. ‘That Banff is a very de- 
sirable place to spend a few days 
no one denies but it has a host of 
disadvantages. It is at the edge 
of the province, the British Coltum- 
bia border being about 15 miles 
away. ‘There is nothing typical of 
the province about it. It would 
be very difficult for a large pro- 
portion of the people of Alberta to 
reach it. On the other hand rail- 


ways from all directions are centre- 
ing on Edmonton and we stand al- 
most exactly in the centre of the 
province. From every standpoint, 
it is apparent that it would be the 
part of wisdom to leave the capital 
where it is. ‘The Herald should 
direct its observations to Saskatche- 
wan, If the capital remains at Re- 
gina, it will be a crying shame, 
That city can never be made any- 
thing of. It is built in a mud- 
hole and has not a single advantaye 
as a place of residence. Saskatoon 
has a fine town site, is nearer the 
centre of the province and would 
in every way be preferable.

If they 
do not make some effort in this 
direction, the party might as well 
give up hope of making a decent 
showing in the western provinces 
for many years to come. ‘The 
Liberal policy has not been satisfac- 
tory, but it at least has made fewer 
concessions to the protectionists 
than their opponents have declared 
themselves willing to make. All 
the low-tariff! advocates are not on 
this side of the Great Lakes. ‘The 
proceedings before the tariff com- 
mission have shown that. It is 
true that the Conservative party 
has been strougly identified with 
protectionist legislation within the 
last quarter of a century. But, as 
was pointed out when the subject 
was referred to in this column be- 
fore, Sir John A. Macdonald was a 
professed free-trader and adopted 
the N.P. only when his colleagues 
had determined that at that particu- 
lar time it would be’ good politics. 
That Westerners would meet with 
support from the Hast at the con- 
vention did they endeavor to bring 
about this change of policy is evi- 
dent from a recent article in the 
Ridgetown, Ontario, Dominion, the 
editor of which is Phil H, Bowyer, 
Conservative member of the local 
legislature for Hast Kent. In the 
course of an article dealing with the 
future of the partly he says:

Most of you have doubtless read 
some or all of the articles that have 
been appearing in Collier’s Weekly 
and the Ladies’ Home Journal in 
which the ill effect of the use of 
patent medicines has been given 
such startling illustration, The 
courage of these two publications in 
in naking these revelations cannot 
be praised too highly. As the pros- 
perity of most of the patent medi- 
cine firms is due to the liberal use 
which they have made of printer’s 
ink, it is not remarkable that very 
few newspapers have supported 
them in their campaign, It has 
been shown beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that a very large proportion 
of the remedies advertised for sale 
contain alcohol in great quantities 
or some drug which must have a 
most harmful effect. 

“IT had a doctor tell me a short 
while ago of an experience which 
he had in this connection. A pa- 
tient came to him one day and 
informed him that she was obtain- 
ing much benefit from the use of a 
certain well-known remedy. He 
replied that he was not at all sur- 
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prised. She was badly in need of | I can go to the drug store and get 


some stimulant and this she was 
obtaining through this medicine. 

‘‘But’’ said he ‘I do not see why 
you should yo to the expense of 
buying the medicine. A dose of 
whiskey a few times a day would 
do you as much good, and it would 
cost you only about a fourth as 
much,’’ 

As it happened, the lady in ques- 
tion was a strong temperance work- 
er, and was insulted on being told 
that she had been taking and 
relishing anything that contained 
alcohol. Whether she kept on 
using the medicine or not I do not 
know, for the doctor lost his pa- 
tient and has not been able to keep 
me informed, 


In this case no particular harm 
was done, though.a first-class fraud 
was perpetrated. It more frequent- 
ly happens however that very seri- 
ous results follow. A case not far 
away from home caine to my notice 
the other day. ‘The particulars I 
learned from a Vancouver paper, 
The World, which is evidently not 
disposed to delude its readers for 
the sake of the money which it 
might obtain from the medicine 
companies, 

The Chamberlain Medicine Co. 
of Des Moines, Ia., a rich corpora- 
tion, ‘hey manufacture ‘remedies’ 
for nearly all diseases and com- 
plaints that nan is heir to. ‘heir 
advertisements appear in many  re- 
putable newspapers and the ‘rem- 
edies’ have enjoyed a large sale. 
In an evil moment, about a month 
ago, one of these advertisements 
caine under the eye of William 
Duncan, a resident of Victoria, 
whose wife a day or two before, 
had given birth to afine boy. ‘Ihe 
little fellow was attacked with a 
children’s complaint and the father 
recalled the advertisement which he 
had seen in the paper. ‘‘ Why 
trouble to call up the doctor when 


this great remedy ??’ he reasoned. 
His wife agreeing, a bottle of the 
‘remedy’ was procured, and the 
child was given a dose as prescribed 
on the label. Ina little while the 
child sank into unconsciousness, 
from which it did not rally. When 
the family doctor was finally sum- 
moned it was too late and the child 
passed away. A coroner’s jury sat 
on the case and, after hearing the 
evidence of the parents and the 
physician, found that death had 
been caused by a dose of ‘‘quack 
medicine, the said dose being given 
to a child in ignorance of the fact 
that it contained opium,’’ That 
was a clear-cut verdict. It was 
unequivocal in its language and 
unmistakable in its tone. The 
verdict has stirred the provincial 
government to action, and it is said 
that they are preparing a bill to 
deal with remedies and cure-alls 
of the nature of Chamberlain's. 


It is appalling to think that this 
kind of thing can go on without an 
attempt being made to check it. 
The government safeguards the 
public by licensing doctors and 
and druggists, but it is evident that 
this is not enough, Sensible per- 
sons will, however, not wait for the 
state to intervene. When illness 
arises in the household they will 
straightway consult their physician 
and let advertised remedies alone. 
A pennywise policy, particularly 
when it comes toa matter of health, 
cannot be too strongly deprecated. 

Among the most interesting facts 
to reach the public this week anent 
the Longworth-Roosevelt marriage, 
which is to take place at the White 
House on February the fifteenth, 
is the fact that the honeymoon, so 
far as any travelling is concerned, 
will not take place until sometime 
in June. Immediately after thie 
ceremony the distinguished couple 
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will go to Oyster Bay and later to 
Mr. Longworth’s country home. 
In June they will start out on their 
‘honeymoon proper,’’ and on their 
return take up their ‘‘official resi- 
dence’ in Washington. Mr. Long- 
worth is said to be among other 
things a ‘‘swell dresser,’’ a popular 
club man, an enthusiastic golfer, 
a first-rate musician, and very am- 
bitious for a political career. In 
this latter respect his wife both by 
her personal popularity and po- 
sition, should be of inestimable as- 
sistance to him. 

Miss Roosevelt, whom the most 
democratic of American journals, 
are fond of terming the ‘‘American 
Princess,’? was 21 years old Feb. 
11 last. 


She is the only child of the Presi- 


dent and his first wife, who was 
Miss Alice Lee of Boston. She is 
slender, a little below the medium 
in height, has soft blue eyes, a fair 
complexion and a wealth of light 
brown hair. In manner Miss 
Roosevelt is frank and open, self- 
reliant and democratic. She was 
educated at home by a governess, 
who had also taught her mother. 
She received a thorough musical 
training, although she had no taste 
for music. She speaks French and 
German thoroughly, and has been 
known to carry on a conversation 
in Russian, In literature her taste 
is for poetry rather than prose. 
She seldom reads a novel. Her 
social debut was made at a cotillon 
given in the White House on her 
[8th birthday, Feb. 11, 1902. The 
President has told of his daughter's 
liking for outdoor sports. Speak- 
ing of her to a friend, he said: 
“She can walk as far as I can, and 
often takes a tramp of several miles 
at the pace I set for her. She can 
ride, drive, ski and shoot, though 
she doesn’t care much for shoot- 
ing’? 

In the four years that have elaps- 
ed since Miss Roosevelt came of 
age, socially she has certainly had 
her share of pleasure and attention. 
She has been in the ~public eye 
scarcely less than her strenuous 
father, whom she very much re- 
sembles in temperament. 

The Boston Traveller is authority 
for the statement that she has hal 
the honor of declining the hand of 
a Sultan, as well as a long list of 
other hands and fortunes. I spare 
the gentlemen's feelings, by not 
mentioning their names, 

Mr. Longworth and Miss Roose- 
velit have now been engaged a 
considerable time, sufficiently long 
to enable this petted daughter of 
the Republic to know her own 
mind, so that her outlook fora long 
and happy married life is a particu- 
larly happy one. The public will 
await with no little interest the 
account of the wedding ntp- 
tials to see if the daughter of the 
President will be more fortunate 
than some other notable American 
brides in escaping the ‘American 
Mob,"’

Convalescents who are weary df 
beef extracts and the inevitable

Scraped Beef Sandwiches—Scrape 
lean beef very fine, removing every 
particle of fat and all of the stringy 
membrane, spread a thin layer on a 
very delicate slice of bread and but- 
ter, sprinkle with pepper and salt. 
Double the slice together and cut in 
small squares, 


Delicate Scramble Eggs.—Break 
an egg intoa bowl and put with it 


one tablespoonful of milk, a tiny 
piece of butter and a little salt; do 
not beat it, slip it into a frying pan 
and stir quickly back and forth, 
Take it off the fire before it seeiis 
quite done as the heat of the pan 
cooks it and if left too long it will 
be watery. 
buttered toast. 

Stewed Sweetbreads.—After par- 
boiling, simmer gently for half-an- 
hour in as little water as possible 
take up and add half a pint of milk 
to the water, thicken it with a tea- 
spoonful of cornstarch, add salt, 
red pepper if desired and a siall 
piece of butter; when it boils pour 
it over the sweetbreads, 


Celery Soup:— Wash asmall head 
of celery, cut the stalks into pieces 
and boil in sufficient salted water 
to cover them until they are tender 
enough to rub through a collander, 
Save this water as it contains some 
of the most valuable elements of the 
celery. Mix one teaspoonful of 
butter with one tablespoonful of 
flour, add gradually one pint of hot 
milk, half a pint of the celery water 
and half a cupful of cream, let it 
boil a few moments to cook the 
flour and serve, 

Chicken Jelly.—Take a fowl 
weighing about three pounds, clean 
remove the skin and fat. Put it 
into a saucepan with two full quarts 
of water, a bay-leaf, and some 
pieces of celery. Cover, and heat 
slowly up to the boiling point. Tet 
it simmer for four hours. Then 
season with salt, strain into glasses, 
and set away to cool. When cold, 
remove the fat. Pieces of the white 
meat of the fowl may be cut fine 
and put into a jelly mould, and the 
liquid jelly poured over them. 
When cold, it is appetizing sliced 
and put between thin slices of 
bread and butter.

The Dead Alive 


Lethbridge Man, who was Sup-- 
posed to Have Committed 
Suicide, Turns up. 


D.C. Lawson was dead in the 
minds of the people of Lethbridge. 
It was generally supposed that he 
had suicided when he suddenly 
disappeared from there a year ago, 

But Lawson is alive, according to 
the Lethbridge Herald. A letter 
came to Dr. Mewburn on Saturday | 
from the alleged suicide, It was 
dated at Ogden City, Utah. Jn it 


Lawson seeks the return of his 
clothing and valise, which he left 
behind in the flight he made in the 
hours of night one year ago. The 
clothes and valise are here and will 
be sent to the fellow. He also 
asked for his tools, but they never 
turned up after Lawson left. 

It is within the recollection of 
people here that this man Lawson, 
who was a carpenter, left his board- 
ing house one night last winter, 
leaving behind all his clothing ex- 
cept a suit of underwear. ‘The 
fellow did not wear even his boots 
and stockings. Garbed solely in 
the underwear, he started on the 
journey that people here concluded 
led him to the river, as the marks 
of his bare feet could be traced to 
the water's edge. Here, it was 
supposed, he had thrown himself 
into the river and ended his life. 
Now, after a year, he comes to life. 

How did he get to Utah in the 
light clothing he possessed ? As 
he was asufferer from rheumatism, 
was he experimenting on a cold air 
treatinent ? Did it take a year to 
effect a cure? ‘These are questions 
the querulous mind is asking. 
Lawson alone can answer. Law- 
son was a pectiiar fellow, as his 
actions would indicate, but he was 
honest and hard working.

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The Week in Calgary 


The Lattimer Oase—Why we do 
not get Good Shows 


Calgary, January 18. 

W. H. Lattimer, who is under 
arrest here charged with fraud by 
the Philadelphia authorities, is 
putting up a hard fight against ex- 
tradition. Tattimer is a handsome 
man of good presence and made 
many friends about town on his ar- 
rival here. ‘Iwo prominent citi- 
zens signed his bail bonds when he 
was taken into custody. It seems 
that some time ago the Philadel- 
phia North American began a cam- 
paign against certain loan com- 
panies doing business in the city. 
Several big convictions had been 
secured when investigation of the 
affairs of the Provident Investment 
Co. began. In two years it was 
found that $190,000 had been taken 
in, none of which was ever return- 
ed to the investors. Lattimer, 
who was to all intents and purpo- 
ses the company, skipped out. 
After travelling in T{urope, he 
reached Calgary in November. 
Three weeks later the state of 
Pennsylvania commenced proceed- 
ings here. Among those at present 
in the city engaged in the work of 
prosecution is Merrill A. Teague, 
the member of the North American 
staff who has been running down 
the various frauds, Another per- 
son who has followed him to Cal- 
gary is a young woman named 
Margare) Himmerson, who was his 
stenographer in Philadelphia and 
who is evidently greatly attached 
to him, 

A dispute has been going on 
during the past week which is of 
very great interest inasmuch as it 
affects the whole question of theat- 
rical attractions for this part of the 
west, The Albertan, which has 
been going in pretty strongly for 
personal attacks of late, got after 
Manager Sherman of the Lyric 
theatre and stated that if the 
theatre had a different manager, 
the city would get better attract- 
ions. Mr. Sherman is out witha 
letter in reqly in which he strongly 
resents the Albertan’s imputation, 
He says that the largest house the 
Pollard Opera Co, had in Calgary 
was $750, yet the expetises of this 
company one night in Calgary 
would exceed $1,000, As it was, 
the alley around the theatre was 
filled with Pollard’s scenery, show- 
ing the difficulty in handling the 
company. Campanies coming from 
Winnipeg to Calgary and on to 
Vancouver, lose four nights en- 
route and must pay for mileage 
1,500 miles, and this is more than 
any one night show can staid. 

The Dennis-Mdwards libel case 
has gone into history with other 
causes celebres, having been dis- 
missed by the magistrate last Fri- 
day afternoon ‘Ihe tnountain hag 
certainly brought forth a mouse. 

A movement is on foot in Rou- 
leauville and Riverside to become 
annexed with the city. ‘The city 
engineer calculates that Calgary 
now has 16,000 people without 
these suburbs. 

The commissioners are consider- 
ing two qttestions very carefully 
these days, One is that of what to 
do with the social evil and the 
other the construction of a street 
railway.
